School Survey Committee 
Suggests Tax Referendum 


Says Dixon 
Can Afford 
To Do More 
District in "Red'* 
Due to Increasing 
Cost, Enrollment 


The Dixon schools Citizens 


Survey 
committee Monday 


night adopted a report from 
its financial sub-committee, 
which includes a recommen. 
dation that a referendum be 
called to ask the voters to in- 
crease the educational tax 
rate. 


The financial report is the first 


to be adopted by the committee 
which has been studying various 
aspects of local school operations 
since January 


The recommendation for a tax 


referendum is based on a conclu- 
sion that the Dixon district cannot 
continue its present level of school 
services, due to rising costs, with- 
out the increase, and that the dis- 
trict can afford to do moie in sup- 
porting its schools. 


Compare Districts 


In making its repoit, the finan- 


cial group compaied the Dixon 
district with seven other districts 
in a 100-mile radius of the city. 
They were Belvideie, Canton, Dun- 
dee, 
Freeport, Kewanee 
Mon- 


mouth and Normal 
Committee 


members said Sterling -was not in- 
cluded in the comparison because 
that area includes two school dis- 
tricts—elementary and high school 
—and cannot be compaied validly 
with the Dixon district because 
Dixon has a city unit district which 
includes kindeigarten through high 
school. 


After comparing Dixon with the 


seven ernes mentioned, the com- 
mittee concludes, "Dixon is high 
in ability but compaiatively lower 
m effort . . ." 


Comparisons were made on the 


basis of per cent of income from 
local taxes, tax zate, bonded in- 
debtedness, cunent per pupil CA- 
penditures and per pupil w ealth.

The Pentagon said the list had 


been sent to the appiopnations 
committees of the Senate and 
House in compliance with a. sec- 
tion of the Defense Appiopnations 
Art 
The section requites the sub- 


mission of notice at least 90 days 
before any commercial tvpe facili- 
ties are abandoned by the military 
services 


The Piesident, in a sharply 


worded message to the Congress 
July 13, said this section was un- 
constitutional and he intended to 
disregaid it as "invalid" unless di- 
rected to comply by a competent 
court. 


The President said 
Congress 


"has no right to confer the power 
of veto ' on congressional commit- 
tees and added that any such ac- 
tion b\ the Congress would curb 
the authoiilv of the defense sec- 
retary in farr* ing out its duties

WASHINGTON (IP)—Employment boomed in July to 


an all-time record of nearly 65 million, while the number of 
jobless dipped below 2'^ million, the government reported 
today. 


The fifth successive monthly rise 


in employment earned the total 
of jobholders to 64,935,000, ot about 
a million above the previous recoid 
set only one month eaihei. The 
total is three million above July a 
jtar ago. 


Exttaoidinanly busk hiring of 


youngsters released fiom school 
contributed much of the gain, the 
.Labor and Commeice departments 
said in a joint report They added 
the emplojment of adult* in most 
industries "held up better than 
usual for this time of yeat "

• Wheat averaged 48 bushels on 
311 acres, and oats yielded more 
than 88 bushels on 552 acres. This 
is an increase of six bushels of 
wheat and 26 bushels of oats over 
th« previous highs set last year. 


Good management practices and 


favorable weather helped to set 
these records, says J. B. Cunning- 
ham, University farm management 
specialist. 


Most of the wheat fields were 


fertilized with 100 pounds of super- 
phosphate and 50 pounds of potas 
slum at seeding time and then 
top-dressed with 100 pounds of 
nitrogen in the late winter. Oats 
didn't get any nitrogen. 


Nearly all of the oats and wheat 


were produced on ground that was 
in % soybeans last year. The soy- 
beans averaged 33 bushels an 
acre

URBANA—Food ian't th* only 


product of Illinois agriculture. Ag- 
riculture is also contributing: val- 
uabl« "human" restouroea to th* 
non-agricultural segments of the 
population. 


On other words, the number of 


people on Illinios farms is drop- 
ping. Even though the total popu- 
lation of Illinois has increa-sed 461,- 
000 since 1950, the farm population 
has decreased 66.000. Farmers now 
make up only 7 6 per cent of the 
state's population. 


This trend has been under way 


for many years, says C. L. Folse, 
University of Illinois farm sociol- 
ogist. One reason is that modern 
machinery and improved technol- 
ogy make it possible for fewer 
farmers to produce more than. 
enough food for our growing popu- 
lation. 


Although more f a r m e r s are 


moving out of farming into indus- 
trial work, they have been easily 
absorbed thus far. 


These combined efficiencies in 


agriculture and industry mean 
more goods and a higher standard 
of living for everybody, Folse ex- 
plains. 


The farm losses are largely 


young people, he says. As they 
move out of farming, it means a 
good-sized loss m money to farm- 
ers for rearing and educating them 
for urban and industrial work.

Lay Fewer Eggs 


URBANA— You can keep your 


laying hens for the second year if 
they do not show signs of disease 
other than Newcastle or infectious 
bronchitis. 


But Don Bray, extension poultry 


specialist at the University of Illi- 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
they will lay 20 to 30 per cent 
fewer eggs the second year, no 
matter how good they are. 


That means your feed cost will 


be about five cents more for a 
dozen eggs, Bray savs. 


There are a couple of bright 


spots showing for the second-year 
flock, though, the specialist points 
out. 
The market situation looks 


good Good demand and fewer eggs 
to sell should mean higher eeg 
priwes from the last few months 
of 1955 throueh the first six months 
of next year

CORN BORBR: Infestations are 


developing about as predicted in 
the past two weeks and the out- 
look in the northern half of the 
state is black indeed. Pupation of 
first-generation borers ranges from 
48 to 96 per cent. Moth flight is 
unusually heavy and will increase 
during th-e week. Egg laying is 
well underway and should reach a 
pe^k about August 10-15. All indi- 
cations point to a prolonged per- 
iod of egg laying extending into 
September. This week egg counts 
are highest in Woodford, Living- 
ston, Ford, and adjacent counties 
and somewhat lower in the dry 
areas north and west of the Illi- 
nois River. 


It now seems highly probable 


that damage by second-generation 
corn borers will be very severe 
and may far exceed anything yet 
experienced in Illinois. Stalk break- 
age is likely to be extensive in 
most fields, and a high percentage 
of ear droppins is probable. If un- 
favorable weather prevails in the 
early fall, mechanical picking may 
beco'me difficult if not impossible 
in some fields. 


With egg- mass counts running 


50 to 100 per 100 plants and even 
as high as 500 in some fields, and 
still more to come, it appears that 
at least one application, of insecti- 
cide would pay dividends on most 
of the corn growth north of High- 
wav 136. Some of the late-matur- 
ing fields mav easily justify two 
treatments. While there is consid- 
reable egg laying in some of the 
most advanced fields that produc- 
ed the first-generation borers, It is 
much higher in the later maturing 
fields and those -at or just past the 
tassel stage -ire most vulnerable. 


No single application of insecti- 


cide will control all of the corn 
borers in a field 
Research has 


shown that it takes three or four 
treatments, applied at 3- to 5-day 
intervals, to pven approach per- 
fection. One well-timed application 
will reduce borer populations by 
50 per cent, and each additional 
treatment may be expected to re- 
dues the remaining: population by 
50 per cent 
A full schedule of 


treatments would probablv not be 
profitable in most cases. However, 
where egg deposition is hi°:h or 
continuous and borer populations 
run 10. 15, 2" or mnre borers pp*- 
plant in September 
(there are 


many such fields^, it should be 
profitable to rut the population 50 
or 75 per cent bv making one or 
two aophcatinns of DDT at the 
rate of iu pounds per arre. Sin- 
gle treatments are usually most 
effective when applied soon after 
the first eggs hatch. Eesrs are now 
hatching- in considerable number?, 
and thereafter treatment? should 
be applied at once or at least 
vithin the next week If a secord 
treatment is to b° vnat'e. apply it 
5 to 7 da\s after the fust.

The Lee C o u n t y Agricultural

County wool growers will have an 
opportunity to vote in a referendum 
to decide whether or not deductions 
will be made from wool payments 
to provide a means of financing 
the wool marketing development 
program.

In the referendum wool growers j 


have an opportunity to vote I 


for or against putting into effect 
an agreement recently made be- 
tween the secretary of agriculture 
and the American Sheep Producers ! 
Council under Section 708 of the I 
National Wool Act 
of 1964. The J 


agreement provides for deductions ' 
irom wool incentive and lamb and 
yearling sheep (pulled wool com- 
pensating) payments made to pro- 
ducers under the National Wool 
Act of 1954. These deductions will 
provide for advertising and other 
promotional activities to enlarge 
and improve the market for wool 
and lambs. Before the agreement 
can be put in effect, producers- 
owning at least two-thirds of the 
sheep and lambs represented by 
those voting in the referendum 
must vote their approval. 
| 


Producers 
who h a v e owned; 


sheep, six months of age or older, 
for at least 30 days since Jan. 1, 
1955. will be eligible to vote. Vol- 
ume fo production will be based on 
the number of sheep MX months of 
ape or older owned for at least 30 
days since the Jaai 1 date. The 
number of sheep will be noted on 
the ballot. 


If the referendum is approved, j 


deduction from payments of the 
1955 incentive program to be made 
the summer of 3956 will be one 
cent per pound from wool pay- 
ments and at the rate of 5 cents 
per 100 pounds liveweight from 
lamb and yearling payments. 


The Lee County ASC office has 


mailed ballots to all known wool 
producers in the county and th» 
committee assures any producer 
who does not receive a ballot that 
he can get one' by writing to or 
calling at the ASC county office. 


The committee said all ballots 


must be returned to the ASC office 
not later than 5 p.m. Aug. 19. Since 
the results of the referendum -will 
be based on the number of sheep 
represented by the growers, the 
outcome of the referendum will not 
be available until about Sept. 1.

Check Pasture for 
Poisonous Plants 


URBANA — Short p a s t u r « « 


brought on by hot, dry weather and 
mature pasture plants will cauM 
livestock to sample plants they 
would not ordinarily eat. Some of 
these plants are apt to be poison- 
ous, according to Dr. P. D. Beam- 
er of the College of Veterinary 
Medicine at the University of Illi- 
nois. 


The veterinarian points out that 


poor pastures often develop in Au- 
gust and early September. Many 
poisonous plants reach their deadly 
siage about the same time. These, 
plants? include bracken, horse net- 
tle, tall buttercup, white snake- 
root, horsetail and many others. 


Dr. Beamer urges faimers to be- 


come 
familiar 
with 
poisonous 


plants and to learn their dangerous 
stages. Look carefully at your 
fencerows and in swampy places 
in your pasture These are likely 
places for poisonous plants 
to 


grow. 


If you suspect that a plant is 


poisonous and want to make sure, 
take it to your veterinarian or to 
your farm adviser, or send it to 
the College of Veterinary Medicine 
at the University of Illinois or to 
the Illinois Natural History Survey 
at Urbana.

More Safety for Airliners 


From its beginnings in World War II, radar seemed a | 


natural for use in commercial aircraft. But technical prob- , 
lems stood in the way of its speedy adaptation to regular 
nasseneer planes. 
. , 
NoV United Air Lines, one of America s largest com- 


mercial carriers, has announced it is undertaking a four-mil- 
lion-dollar program to equip its entire fleet with radar. 


The chief aim of this remarkable electronic eye, which 


can "see" objects as far as 150 miles away, is to detect de- j 
veloping weather conditions— particularly violent storms- 
well ahead on the plane's path. 
It will also be useful .however, in affording pilots a clear 


picture of such terrain features as mountains, lakes, streams 
and shorelines. 
. 
In the last decade or two, pilots of major airlines have 


become their own weather experts, with their visual observa- 1 
tions supported by information from ground weather sta-i 
tions 
This has meant a substantial advance in safe, com- 


fortable, on-schedule flying. But it has not been enough. 


Today, pilots who spot or are told of heavy storms, try 


to fly over or around them, or even return to a convenient 
base. Detours or returns mean costly schedule delays. Skirt- 
ing a storm area may spell rough, uncomfortable flying for 
passengers. 
Now and then the potential of a storm may be mis- 


judged, and a pilot may find himself trapped in a violent 
Squall. On occasion these have torn planes apart. 


United's new "weather eye," developed by RCA and 


tested by the airline through long hours of flying in or near 
^thunderstorms, is intended to change all that. 


The radar antenna, tucked in the ship's nose and swing- 


jng constantly in a 240-degree arc, sends out a steady stream 
-of radio impulses which bounce off whatever may be in the 
plane's course. Storms can be detected because raindrops 
reflect these impulses and send them shooting back to the 
Iplane's receiver. 


By this means airborne radar can peer deep into storms, 


tshow their shape and intensity, and indicate whether any 
"corridors" may exist for safe, comfortable passage between 
adjacent storm centers.

In fact, high producers are less 


apt to go "off feed" when a bulky 
feed like oats or wheat bran is 
included in the grain mix. 


Oats are nearly equal to corn in 


feed value for good milk produc- 
tion. They contain a little more 
.protein than corn, but the corn has 
more energy value. 


In addition to their nutritive 


value, oats are highly palatable. 
They also add bulk when fed with 
such heavy grains as corn, barley 
or wheat. 


Feed dairy cows oats crimped or 


ground to a medium fineness. You 
can feed them whole to calves less 
than eight months of age.

NEW YORK l»—The rifling tide 


of prooperity has swept four out ot 
every fiv« corporations to hirher 
profit levels this year. 


Almoat all of the big industries 


show gains in net income after 
taxe*. 'And federal tax collections 
will run more than & third higher 
than last year, too. 


A list of 574 corporations report- 


ing so far on their profits in the 
first half of the year shows all but 
108 doing better than in the previ- 
ous year. Only seven operated at a 
loss compared with 22 a year ago. 


34.7 Per Cent Gain 


Combined the 574 show net in- 


come after taxes of $4,413,284,796, 
a gain of 34.7 per cent over the 
53,275,716,221 reported by the same 
companies in the first half of 1954. 


With the corporate "income tax 


ranging up to 52 per cent, this 
means that the treasury also will 
profit by around 4V2 billion dollars. 


The President's Council of Eco- 


nomic Advisers estimates that the 
nation's 600,000 corporations are 
earning at a rate that should bring 
the treasury more than 21 billion 
dollars for the year in corporate 
in-come taxes. 


Steep Rise 


Th« 35 per cent gain in net in- 


come registered this year over last 
is the steepest year-to-year in- 
crease since 1950. Then, as now, 
the 
economy was recovering 


•trongly from a recession. 


But there are two differences be- 


tween the 1950 high peak of profits 
•nd 1955's growing totals. First, in 
1950 a sizable part of the earnings 
r*ported 
came 
from 
inventory 


profits, and such is not the case 
today. Second, profit statements 
tow are held down in a number of 
t'asea by deductions for deprecia- 
tion charges at the accelerated 
rates permitted for expansion aim- 
ed at meeting national defense 
orders. 


Most of the biggest profit gains 


this year are reported by the larg- 
est companies, although there are 
a number of little corporations 
making exceptional growth and 
turning in exceptional profit gains. 


A Wid« Range 


A f«w industries show almost 


«v«ry company gaining. But in 
most of the industries there is a 
wid« range among companies. 


Textile companies, as a. group, 


«how profits up 86 per cent this 


year. The nation's first class rail- 
roads report a 79 per cent increase 
in earnings. Iron and steel com- 
panies, a* a group, ."how earnings 
up 73 per cent. 


Other industries 
doing better 


than the average for the 574 in- 
clude: Automobiles, up 75 per 
cent; auto equipment, up 64 per 
cent; mining and metalworking, 
up 59 per cent; building materials, 
up 45 per cent; drugs, up 41 per 
cent; rubber, up 38 per cent, and 
airlines, up 37 per cent. 


Kail equipment is the only group 


showing a decline from a year ago, 
off 11 per cent.
